1. Under date of 2li «tone 19 hi the Joint Chief* of Staff refer red t o 

the Director of Central Intelligence its 3£-&h57 ,*» tating that* the JC5 

have under conaidt ration revision of the charters of the Joint Intelligence 
Coasittee end the Joint Intelligence Staff f requesting cement on the 
tentatively revised charters which sere attached. 

2. if ter reference to tbo record of the discussions shied have takas 
place in the LAB, ehieh. indicated the universal desire for some positive 
steptoinsure fuLL.^oordination of the activities of the JIC end the IAB, 

' Iaraui tBlr r lttached CKTUraf tvof a charter for the Joint Intelligence 
Committee to the 113 for its advice, comeat or concurrence in the belief 
that the JCS draft does not insure the required and desired cooperation 
and coordination between the intelligenoe organisations supporting on the 
one hand the NIA and the President, sad on the other the XS. 

3* Attention is invited to the fact that the attached CIG draft sup- 
presses the JXS, transfers mat of its responsibilities to ths CIO, and 
creates a secretariat fer the JIC to handle those natters which are ooa- 
tidered inappropriate to the CIG. 

h. It is the opinion of the Director of Central Intelligenoe that the 
adoption of the CIG draft would eliminate the danger of conflicting intel- 
ligence e atlas tee, facilitate the establishment of elngle priority standard! 
for intelligenoe requests to the eivilisn agencies of the Government com- 
petent to oollect and collie intelligenoe data, and insure that the JOB 
will reoelve intelligenoe, national in eoope, when it eo requires it without 
in any wty creating a barrier between its members and their respective 
departmental Intelligence agencies which might impede the flow of atrlctly 
military intelligence. 

5* It ia the present intention of the Director of Central Intelligenoe 
to submit the attached CIG draft, together with sueh statements of comaeat 
or concurrence aa may be received from the tab member a, to the VIA for 
voting slip approval. 31noe a reply to the Joist Chiefs of Staff should be 
made at an early date, it is requested that IAB oomoent, if any, be in the 
hands of the Secretary, NIA, within one week of the date of this memorandum.

JOINT INTSLLIGEKCS COMMITISg 

ORGANIZATION 

1. The Joint Intelligence Coamittee is t ha intelligence agancy 
of the Joint Chief* of Staff* 
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2* The Joint Intelligence Comalttse shall consist oft 

a* The Director of Intelligence, War Department General Staff; 

b. The Chief of Naval Intelligence; 

c. She Aaeistant Chief of Air Staff-2, USAAF. 

3* The Director of Central Intelligence {or the Deputy Director 
if the former is a civilian^ shall ait with the JIC as an advisor and 
observer and shall receive its papers to insure the closest collabora- 
tion between the JIC and the CIG. 

h* The senior member shall be the chairman of the Joint Intelligence 
Comaittee. 

5* *ienever a member of the Joint Intelligence Comittee is unable 
to set, he appoint a representative idao shall have power* to sot* 

6* There shall be a Secretary with such. assistants as may bs 
necessary to aid the Committee in the performance of its functions* 

factions 

7* The Joint Intelligence Comaittee shall* 

a. Advise and assist the Joint Chiefs of Staff on problems 
of intelligence policy and coordination within the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff Jurisdiction in accordance with the overall, 
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policies and objectives enunciated by the National 
Intelligence Authority. 

b. Ascertain the intelligence requirement* of the Joist 
Chief t of Stiff end translate then into requests directed 
to the Central Intelligence Group, or to the Ter or Navy 
Department in utters confined .to departmental intelligence* 

c. Arrange with the Central Intelligence Group, or the Kar 
or Navy Department for the preparation of istelliganoe 
studies in the fora required by the JCS. 

d. Receive from the Central Intelligence Group, or the 
War or Navy Department the resulting intelligence studies 
and present then to the Joint Chiefs of Staff with such 
commentaries as it may dees appropriate. 

PROCEDURE 

8. The Joint Intelligence Committee shall: 

a. Establish its om methods of internal procedures 
b* Maintain close liaison with the planning end policy 
formulating agencies of the JCS in order to sake its 
services available in the presentation of studies end 
plans.
